There is some 
comment at the fact that the physicians 
have not stated in their official bulletins 
that die jaundice had appeared, for the 
reason that it certainly could not be re- 
garded a* a favorable symptom. How 
much importance ie attached to the ap- 
pearance of this jaundice is indicated 
in an interview with Dr. Frank Hamil- 
ton this morning, who Mid: "If the 
bullet has injured the liver it is jtrange 
that the aysnptomi ia tbe eat* up to 
this time have been ao slight, Before 
this time LIB face should have been 
jaundiced." The inference from the 
symptoms is that the liver has not been 
affected, yet the testimony i* correct. 
At the time Dr. Hamilton was making 
this statement in New York the jaun- 
dice had discolored the president's face, 
and one of tbe attending physicians 
says that the discoloration began two 
deys ago. It was not, however, until 
this forenoon that Drs. Hamilton and 
Agnew were notified by tetegrapbie lef- 
ter that "yellowness of skin, soon after 
tbe wounds of the liver, developed dur- 
ing the day.

We do not attach much 
importance to this symptom, except so 
far as to confirm the opinion already 
formed of tbe nature of the wounds."

HOWTO FBKVZHT SUKITKOKE. 


The following hints for the prevention 


of sunstroke are given by Dr. Edward C. 
Mann, of New York, in an article upon 
the subject In one »f Ihe medical Jour- 
nals: "To avoid sunstroke, exercise in 
excessively hot weithe'r should be very 
moderate; the clothing ibould be thin and 
loose, and an abundance of cold water 
should be drank. Workmen and soldiers 
sbonld understand lhat as soon a* they 
cease lo perspire,while working or march- 
ing in tbe sun, they are in danger of sun- 
stroke, and they should immediately drink 
water freely and copiously to afford mat- 
ter for cutaoetus transpiration, and also 
keep tbe skin and clothing wet with 
water. Impending sunilroke may be often 
warded off by these simple measures.— 
Besides Ibe cessation of penpiralkm, the 
pupilt are apt to be contracted, and there 
is great frequency of micturition Where 
there it marked exhaustion with a weak 
pulse, resulting from the cold water appli- 
cation, wi ahonld kdmlniiter stimulant*. 
The free use of water, however, both ex- 
ternally and lutsrokUy, by Iboee exposed 
to th* direct rays of th* MU, 1* Ihe beat 
piophylactic against lunttroke, and labor- 
ers and soldier* and other* who adopt 
this measure, washing their bands and 
faces, as well a* drinking copiously of 
water every time they com* within reach 
of it, will generally enjoy perfect immu- 
nity from sunstroke. Straw hat* should 
be worn, ventilated at the top; and Ihe 
crown of the bat filled with green leave* 
or wet ipabge. It is better to weir thin 
flannel shirt*, In older not to check pn- 
tpiration. We may expose ourselves for 
a long time in tbe hot sun and work or 
sleep in a heated room, and enjoy perfect 
immunity from innslroke if we keep our 
•kin and clothing wet with water.
